Sylvester, the out-gay Aterican singing star, 
fanous for 'You take te feel (lighty real)' ana 
'Disco Heat', has died in San Francisco of 
synptoas associated yith the Aids virus, aged 42, 
Originally a jazz, soul, blues and gospel 
singer his nov legendary hit started life as a 
ballad vhich he sang with the Veathergirls, It 
vas the record cotpany's idea to speed it up and 
release a disco version. His striking falsetto 
voice, and clever use of the techniques associated 
with black gospel lusic, influenced lany other 
artists, notably Jiai Sonerville, whose successful 
work with Bronski Beat and the Conaunards would 
otherwise have been inconcieveable. 

In the early 70's Sylvester Jaaes aoved froa 
Los Angeles to San Francisco and joined the 
Cockettes a aale vocal group, but it was as a 
solo pertoraer, that he achieved international 
success a few years later when he linked the 
powerful purity of his voice to pounding dance¬ 
floor rhythas with an intelligence aatched by only 
a handful of disco divas, 


Despite his illness he campaigned tirelessly 
for gay rights and AIDS research. On his 
retirement at the end of his very successful last 
UK tour in 1986 he told "Say Tiaes*; * I have 
always stood up for gay rights and never 
coaproaised, and it bothers ae quite a bit when 
people are outrageous siaply because it is 
regarded as chic (speaking about Soy Seorge), I 
know vhat it was like when it wasn't alright to be 


9ay.' 


But he had slight disapproval about the so- 
called 'gay lifestyle', I'a not really a part of 
the gay coaaunity as people think I aa, 1 try to 
do ay bit but at the same time ay life does not 
revolve around ay being gay, I aix with all sorts 


of people all over the world. They know I'a gay 
but even Royalty and Presidents accept ae because 
when they meet ae they respect ae as a human being 
with views and values, and they reciprocate that 
respect, ^ 

Ve're so exclusively proud to be gay that we 
have almost withdrawn from the world and becoae^ 
sexual beings rather than huaan beings, I don't 
want that. Before AIDS there was just separatisa 
and sex, Of course gay aen are oppressed. Of 
course gay women suffer from sexism. Of course 
the world discriainates against us. But it has 
taken AIDS to bring together all sections of the 
gay coaaunity. It is only when support is not_ 

forthcoming froa outside that we support each 
other. That's terrible! 

'Ve stupidly categorise each other; leather for 
this bar, a check snirt and jeans for that one,, 
Ve are obsessed with bodies and sexual iaagery, 
with wardrobes for every occasion, rather bhan 
looking at what people are really like, I know| 
people who have wardrobes for every occasion,' 
This dress-code thing is so dumb when it stops you 
going places, . | 

Ve all wear drag whether it be dresses,leather 
or jeans; People were shocked when they saw ae, 
After the papers worked out I was a man and gay, 
they asked the same stupid questions like 'Vnen 
you are singing are you being hoaosexual or just 
sexual?' I told them that when I'a singing sex is 
the furthest thing froa ay aind - and when I'a 
having sex singing is the furthest thing froa ay 
mind! 

On gayness and religion Sylvester said; 'In 
ay church people are allowed to be what they are - 
ay faith teaches me to respect all huaan beings I, 
and I aa respected in return for that'. 


He was never interested in pushing himself to 
aega-stardoa but siaply aaking good ausic in his 
own way. He stopped recording for his first 
label. Fantasy, despite the world-wide success of 
the two early singles, because they wanted him to 
change his style. He refused to sing and lived 
off his savings. His later hits 'Do You Vanna 
Funk' and 'Don't Stop', though not mainstream 
chart hits in this country, sold in huge nuabers 
around the world and are now almost disco 
classics, 

I remember leaf letting for a Sylvester concert 
on the corner of Castro Street during the Britt 
caapaign, when the aan hiaself popped out of his 
flat 10 the drug store round the corner. There 
was a cheerful word for ae as he took his turn in 
the queue. 

Sylvester the simple aan, was a far cry froa 
the outrageous drag-queen image his promoters had 
fashioned, as was his warm open personality, 
always ready to talk about anything and everything 
to do with life and living - gay or otherwise. 

Sylvester's final appearance was in 'The Times' 
obituary column which he shared with an Oxford 
Hatheaatics Don and a courturier to the royal 
household, which perhaps reflects best his own 
wish to be out there in the thick of society 
mixing with all sorts of people, •

"Cine»a is 
rhylhii, It's not talk. It's not what 
happened next, It's what happened 
euotionally next, If you juxtapose two 
pieces of fiU an aabiguity arises, and 
that ambiguity is worked out by the 
audience. They complete the act*. And 
so 'Distant Voices' does not tell a 
story in the traditional sense, “Memory 
is not linear it's cyclical. The pebble 
that starts the film is 'I wish me dad 
was here',* It's the same in our dail 
lives. You spend time with a group o 
people and details emerge haphazardly. 
Only at the end of an evening, for 
instance, light you learn somebody's 
name, *Yet most films still just tell a 
story. They talk and talk and talk, 
Vhen was the last British film that used 
silence? It was Hitchcock who said that 

if the image and the sound are doing the 

same, thing, then one of them is 
redundant. And he was a master of 

linear narrative,* 

Indeed the soundtrack in the film 
works at its own speed, weaving around i 
the visual narrative, ’‘There's 
something about having an image and the 
sound not being related to it " it 

causes a frisson,* It's also an, 
evocation of the world in which Davies 
grew up. There's a wonderful scene of 
two people, eating their dinner in 
silence, listening Co the wireless. We 
didn't have a television until 1961, 
The radio bound people together; the 
slow gentle music; the delivery that 
gave tne feeling that all was well with| 
the world; the weather forecast 
'Fairisle, Cromarty,, Jean Metcalfe;. 
Jackanory, No"one sounds like that 
anyiore,^ 

A world gone by too, is the cinema he 
knew as a child, the first Davies outing 
to the pictures was 'Singing in the 
Rain'- when he was seven, *I was 
spellbound, The cinema was the big 
thing to go to.

this food." We turned to the early 
days. After school he went into a 
shipping office and then spent twelve 
years book-keeping for an accountant, 
I thought I'd never get out,' He wrote

'Trilogy') to the British Film 
Institute, To his surprise he was told

That 
was 1976, Most of 'Trilogy' is 
autobiographical, *This film observed

His early experiences of being gay in 
a provincial city before the ^6§ act, 
let alone gay liberation, wes^e bad. 
“Feeling you're the only one.is part of 
the course I'm afraid,’' He is still 
uneasy in gay bars, feeling'them to be a 
predatory jungle, not meeting places. 

An essential part of 'Trilogy', 
fortunately, is not autobiographical. 
It is hard to imagine Terence Davies 
timid and defeated. He is a man of 
dedication and imagination, possessor of 
both vision and authority, which results
